¢ listing should have been “Thomas, Frances F K6JSN”. 
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Do you have land, buildings, stocks, or a business to sell, 
but do not want to pay taxes on the capital gain? The tax rates 
could be 28% Federal plus state taxes.

able. 


from the donor's estate, thereby potentially 
lowering the donor's Federal and state es- 
tate tax liability. The heirs win because they 
receive their full inheritance, tax free if 
properly structured. Finally, the charity wins because it receives a 
large asset which can be used for current purposes. You can sup- 
port your favorite charity, enjoy the benefits of your gift while 
you are active and alive, and yet save taxes. 

Creating and operating a Charitable Remainder Unitrust is 
not something you can do on your own. It is complicated but 
worthwhile. If you are interested in learning more about Chari-

WIQV RECEIVES 75-YEAR AWARD 

In a special ceremony at the annual meeting of 
Nutmeg Chapter No. 149, held on May 8, 1999, Robert 
Vork Chapman W1QV was presented a special plaque 
in honor of his 75 years of service as an Amateur Radio 
Operator. 

Former QCWA DIRECTOR JOHN HUNTOON 
W1RW, who is also former CEO of the ARRL, made the 
presentation. His very appropriate remarks are printed 
as follows: 

It is indeed an honor, on behalf of National Head- 
quarters. QCWA, to present the 75-year service award 
to that distinguished amateur and member of our Chap- 
ter, Robert York Chapman W1QV. 

Ihave known Bob Chapman for some 55 years, from 
the days he organized hamfests at the Poquonnock fire 
house - the days when such meetings were real 
hamfests, and. not primarily flea markets. He is a real 
amateur from the old school. While at Stonington high, 


he studied for and received his ham ticket; joined ARRL 
the next year and became an Official Relay Station, an 
appointment he still holds. A very active amateur, he 
is a member of the A-1 Operator Club, and was the 
first U.S. ham to work Belgium. His DXCC total is 343 
countries; he is a member of OOTC, and has been a 
QCWA member since 1964. 


W1QV had a distinguished career in the field of 
noise silencing, specializing in our underwater military 
service. He retired in 1975 as Director, Acoustical Re- 
search and Development, U. S. Submarine Service at 
Groton. He received the Navy Superior Civilian Award 
for his contributions to the “silent service.” 

In 1965 he was elected Director of ARRL’s New 
England Division, and served ten years. He was one of 
my 16 bosses, and though we sometimes disagreed, my 
respect for him grew. This is particularly true in the 
case of the ARRL Foundation; the concept was his, as 
well as the determination to see its birth. He had lots 
of opposition, including some from the League’s admin- 
istration (I know, I was the administration). And so, I 
salute you, Bob, for your vision and perseverance which 
brought the Foundation to life. 


Few people know that without W1QV, there may 
never have been a CQ Magazine. In 1945 John Potts, 
an engineer, teamed up with the Cowan publishing 
people to buy rights to the old West Coast “Radio” maga- 
zine, planning to make it an engineering journal. For 
advice, Potts got in touch with W1QV, who convinced 
the new owners that the magazine had a ham history 
and should stay that way; he was advisory editor for 
some years. 


I have before me an e-mail from Dave Sumner, 
K1ZZ, Executive Vice President of ARRL, who regret- 
fully was unable to join us today, and which describes 
W1QV so vividly it deserves to be read: 

Robert York Chapman occupies a very special place 
in my thoughts. Let me begin on a personal note. When 
I was just a kid growing up in Norwich in the mid 1960s, 
WIQV was already the Grand Old Man of amateur ra- 
dio in southeastern Connecticut. When I attended my 
first Tri-City Hamfest, he already had been the hamfest 
chairman for more years than I'd been alive. I won my 
first copy of the ARRL Handbook at the Tri-City 
hamfest. I passed my Extra there in 1965, thanks to 
Robert’s having cajoled the FCC into sending an ex- 
aminer down from Boston. I still remember how privi- 
leged I felt to sign W1QV/ on Field Day. 
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“Robert's service as an ARRL director began in 
1965. He came on the Board to make a difference, and 
make a difference he did. From his ten years of service 
as the New England Division Director, three achieve- 
ments immediately come to mind: ARRL Life Member- 
ship, the Five-Band DX Century Club award for con- 
tacting and confirming 100 countries in each of five 
amateur bands, and the ARRL Foundation. Today there 
are almost 20,000 Life Members, nearly 5,000 of the 
“impossible” 5BDXCC have been issued, and the 
League’s Foundation has $2 million in assets — all 
the result of Robert's vision, 


“There is no radio amateur who I hold in higher 
esteem than Robert York Chapman, W1QV. It is a privi- 
lege to join my fellow QCWA members in honoring him 
on this day.” 

Now if Bob will come forward... I am proud to hand 
you, sir, the National QCWA award for 75 years of dis- 
tinguished service to amateur radio.

NO QUESTION POOL CHANGES—YET (From 
ARRL Ltr V18 #26 6/25/99) 

The Amateur Radio examination question pools 
remain in a holding pattern pending an announcement 
from the FCC on license restructuring. No question 
pools or questions will change anytime soon for any 
license class. 


FCC SETS NEW VANITY FEE (From ARRL 
Ltr V18 #26 6/25/99) 


The fee to apply for an Amateur Radio vanity call 
sign will increase from $13 to $14 starting September 
10, 1999. The FCC continues to receive in excess of 
1000 vanity applications per month. During May, the 
FCC got 1165 vanity applications, all but 141 of them 
filed electronically. 


SPECTRUM PROTECTION BILL ADDS CO- 
SPONSORS (From ARRL Ltr V18 #26 6/25/ 
99) 

There are now 76 cosponsors for The Amateur Ra- 
dio Spectrum Protection Act, HR 783. The measure 
would require the FCC to provide “equivalent replace- 
ment spectrum” should the agency reallocate any Ama- 
teur Radio or Amateur Satellite service allocations to 
another service. HR 783 still must make it out of the 
House Telecommunications Subcommittee and its par- 
ent House Commerce Committee before it goes to the 
House floor. Hams wishing to help the effort to move 
HR 783 can do so by writing to their member of Con- 
gress 


FCC RAISES CONDUCTION LIMITS FOR RF 
LIGHTING DEVICES (From ARRL Ltr Vi8 
#26 6/25/99) 

The FCC has released a First Report and Order in 
ET Docket 98-42 in which it raises the conduction lim- 
its for consumer equipment RF lighting devices oper- 
ating in the 2.51-3.0 MHz band from 250 uV to 3,000 
uV.

MULTIPLE CALL SIGN HOLDERS COULD 
FACE FINES (From ARRL Ltr V18 #25, 6/18/ 
99) 

The FCC’s Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, says the 
Commission may have to resort to fines to curb the 
practice of hoarding multiple club station call signs. 
“The reason we're concerned about this is that we con- 
sider it an abuse of our licensing processes,” said 
Hollingsworth, 


FCC SAYS HAMS NEXT IN LINE FOR ULS 
(From ARRL Ltr V18 #25, 6/18/99) 

The FCC says the Amateur Service is the next in 
line to be converted to the Universal Licensing Sys- 
tem. Amateur Radio is scheduled for ULS “deploy- 
ment” in August. The FCC has adopted a Report and 
Order to enable public access to application and licens- 
ing information in the ULS via the Internet. The FCC 
says its decision will “significantly enhance the ability 
of the public to access public record information regard- 
ing wireless licensees, at a reduced cost.” 


EASY OPERATION OVERSEAS NOW A RE- 
ALITY FOR US HAMS (From ARRL Ltr v18, 
#24, 6/11/99) 

Operating in most of Europe and in some South 
American countries just got much easier for US hams. 
The FCC has implemented the European Conference 
of Postal and Telecommunications Administrations 
(CEPT) Recommendation T/R 61-01 that eliminates the 
need to obtain a special license or permit for US hams 
wishing to operate for brief visits to most European 
countries. In addition, the ARRL has begun issuing 
International Amateur Radio Permits to simplify op- 
eration by US hams in certain South American coun- 
tries. Complete information on CEPT and IARP opera- 
tion, including an IARP application form and a copy of 
the FCC Public Notice on CEPT, is available from the 
International Operating page on ARRL Web, http:// 
www.arrl.org/field/regulations/io/. 


MAINE PRB-1 BILL SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 
(From ARRL Ltr v18 #23 6/11/99) 

Maine Gov. Angus King has signed the latest legis- 
lation to incorporate the essence of the limited federal 
preemption known as PRB-1 into state law, but with a

twist. Because of an amendment added in the Maine 
House, the final version was reworded slightly to auto- 
matically include not just PRB-1 but any future FCC 
regulation or policy affecting local regulation of anten- 
nas. 


UK ANNOUNCES LICENSING CHANGES 
(From ARRL Ltr vi8 #23 6/11/99) 

The Radio Society of Great Britain and the Radio 
communications Agency of the United Kingdom have 
announced expanded privileges for Novices in the UK. 
In addition, a new license class is in the works offering 
full HF at low power with a 5-WPM Morse code test. 
Details may be found at http://www.rsgb.org/news/ 
extra3.htm. The rules governing amateur operating in 
the UK are at http://www.open.gov.uk/radiocom. 


DAYTON HAMVENTION 1999 

The W5YI Report for June 1 contains an excellent 
Report of the activity at this year’s Hamvention at 
Dayton; which to most readers is old news. However, 
we thought we would mention it for the few who may 
be interested. 


FCC’S HOLLINGSWORTH QUESTIONS LIB- 
ERTY NET (From ARRL itr V18 #22 5/28/ 
99) 

The FCC has asked a net control station of the Lib- 
erty Net on 3950 kHz to justify the net’s use of Ama- 
teur Radio frequencies. Via Certified Mail May 7 to 
Extra class licensee Victor A. Misek, W1WCR, FCC 
Legal Adviser Riley Hollingsworth said monitoring on 
May 1 indicated that Misek’s station and members of 
the group for which he was acting as net control “be- 
gan transmitting on top of existing Amateur commu- 
nications that were already in progress.” Hollingsworth 
said that such operation “is considered deliberate in- 
terference and cannot be tolerated on the Amateur fre- 
quencies.” 


LEAGUE URGES FCC TO EXPEDITE RE- 
STRUCTURING (ARRL Bulletin 35, 5/20/ 
99) 

The ARRL has urged the FCC to act “without de- 
lay” on Amateur Radio restructuring and has suggested 
that the Commission adopt the League’s restructuring 
plan as its own in order to speed up the process. In a 
letter May 19 to the FCC, the League says that the 
state of limbo created by the current FCC Amateur 
Radio restructuring proceeding, WT Docket 98-143, is 
stifling Amateur Radio’s growth, as current and pro- 
spective hams await an FCC Report and Order. 


FCC DROPS AMATEUR ENFORCEMENT 
LINE IN FAVOR OF E-MAIL, US MAIL 
(ARRL Itr vi8 #18 4-30-99) 

The FCC says it now wants Amateur Radio enforce- 
ment complaints via e-mail or US mail and has discon- 
tinued its Amateur Enforcement Line (202-418-1184). 
The FCC this week requested that amateur-related 
complaints be sent via e-mail to fecham@fcc.gov or via 
the US Postal Service to Compliance & Information 
Bureau, ATTN Amateur Radio Complaints, 1270 
Fairfield Rd, Gettysburg, PA 17325. The FCC said this 
week that complaints already filed on the telephone 
service will be acted upon, and anyone who has left a 
message will receive a return call from Commission 
staff 


FCC SAYS NO TO EXPANDING SPECIAL 
EVENT CALL SIGN PROGRAM (ARRL Ltr 
v18 #18 4-30-99) 

The FCC has denied the ARRL’s petition (submit- 
ted May 18, 1998) that sought to expand the Amateur 
Radio special event call sign program. The League had 
asked the FCC to amend its rules to permit the use of 
special event call sign formats that go beyond the cur- 
rent one-by-one (1x1) format now authorized. The pe- 
tition also had asked the Commission to include within 
the special event program call signs denoting US terri- 
tories and possessions having no mailing address. 


KENNARD: NO INTERNET REGULATION 

FCC chairman William Kennard has taken on 
another challenge. That of convincing the public that 
his agency is not about to begin regulating the Internet. 
The Federal Communications Commission was bom- 
barded with e-mail from computer users fearing gov- 
ernment regulation. On Thursday, March 11th, 
Kennard tried to dispel that notion stating that as long 
as he is chairman, the Federal Communications Com- 
mission will not regulate the Internet.

The FCC has written nearly two dozen Amateur 
Radio licensees whose 20 meter SSB signals were said 
to be “unusually wide, overpowered, or both.”

INTRODUCTION

PHASE 3D’S Last 
Days on Earth 

DAYTON, OHIO 
(AMSAT News Service) Ina letter dated May 14, 1999 addressed 
to Dayton Hamvention attendees here, Dr. Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC, 
Phase 3D Project Leader and AMSAT-DL President, shed new 
light on the current launch status of the Phase 3-D International 
Satellite. Dr. Meinzer wrote: 


May 14, 1999 
Greetings! As you well 
know, I very much have been looking forward to joining you 
for the 1999 Dayton Hamvention. Unfortunately, recent de- 
velopments regarding our launch situation for Phase 3-D have 
now made it necessary thar I remain here in Germany during 
your event this upcoming weekend. As many of you know, 
AMSAT-DL is the principal agency responsible for securing a 
safe and affordable launch for Phase 3-D. Since this project 
began, we had secured such a launch opportunity on one of the 
ARIANE 5 test flights, which were conducted under the con- 
trol of the European Space agency (ESA). Unfortunately, this 
launch agreement for P3-D with ESA did not work out, essen- 
tially due to the failure of the first ARIANE 5 flight and the 
resulting aftermath. Since ESA is not conducting such flights 
anymore, our team and I have been working very hard over the

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Both before and after this announcement the AMSAT Lab 
in Orlando, FL, has been a “Bee Hive” of activity this spring and 
summer. Minor corrections were made for problems discovered 
during thermal - vacuum testing last fall. Modules received their 
final coatings and configuration checks prior the vibration test- 
ing. All systems received final integration checks and the satel- 
lite was moved outside for “On-the-Air” testing of all RF links 
through the flight antennas. Propulsion systems were exercised 
to the extent possible on the ground. Release mechanisms were 
checked out, and finally, like a big tire, it was “Spin Balanced” 
again in its’ final state so thar it will be “ready to roll.” As this is 
being written (20 July 1999), Phase 3D is at the vibration test 
facility at Goddard Space Flight Center in Greenbelt, MD, un- 
dergoing vibration testing. Before this is published, Phase 3D 
will again return to Orlando, FL, to be prepared for shipment to 
alaunch site. Current plans are for it to be at the launch site by 
15 August 1999. Once at the launch site, Phase 3D will be held 
in readiness for the first available ride. 

As mentioned in the letter, that ride could be as early as 
October 1999. I must caution everyone that the launch could 
also be later than October 1999, It should be pointed out that 
unforeseen problems could develop both before and after launch 
which could render our “Proud Bird” less capable than planned. 
As eager as we all are for a successful launch and operation, we 
must be cautious with our optimism until our “Proud Bird” is in 
orbit and fully checked out. 


Getting Ready for the “New Bird” 


Once successfully in orbit, Phase 3D will be the greatest 
new resource for Amateur Radio to be made available in many 
years. In particular, its’ potential for expansion of the Amateur 
Radio Microwave activity is phenomenal. It has uplinks and/or 
downlinks on every Amateur Radio Space Frequency Allocation 
from 15 meters to 24 GHz. Due to the size of the satellite, it has 
at least 10 to 15 dB better link margins than any other satellite so 
far, What does this mean to you? You can get by with less hard- 
ware on the ground. Think small! Antennas for the Microwaves 
need not be large. A two or three foo dish could be the largest 
antenna needed for this “Bird.” Think in terms of up or down 
conversion at the antenna to get to the final uplinks and down- 
links. All you need in the shack are two tunable “IF strips” that 
can take many forms. Of course, you will also want your trusty 
computer for orbital predictions, data handling, and station con- 
trol. 


Remember, now is the time to plan. It is not necessary to 
pur out great amounts of money at this time (or ever) for work- 
ing this “Bird.” Only the antennas, up-converters, and down- 
converters are somewhat (but not rotally) limited to this “Bird.” 
Everything else can (and should) be used on other satellites. IF 
you still have a station equipped for AO-10 or AO-13, you can 
plan to use it “as is” on the new “Bird” when operating in modes 
U/V and V/U. If you worked AO-13 modes L and S, you are 
already set for Phase 3D mode L/S 


Satellite Status Report 

Since the last report Sunsat, SO-35, has been partially opened 
up the users. Initially, it has been running mode U/V (B) with a 
very restricted power budger. It is easy to get into and very strong 
on the downlink. H/Ts should work well. Later in the period,

$O-36 was launched. This is another digital “Bird;” however, it 
has analog capabilities also. It has not been released yer. 

The “Sick List” includes RS-16, DO-17, WO-18, KO-23, 
10-26, GO-32, and SO-33. These “Birds” have not been active 
for sometime. It is still possible that some of these could surprise 
us so don't give up hope.

so during the golden age of amateur radio. World Was II was 
over, SSB was on the horizon, surplus was king, and several new 
companies were beginning to manufacture ham equipment. To a 
young man of junior high age, the pages of CQ and QST maga- 
zines were filled with pictorial images of mystical boxes. These 
magical boxes were covered with knobs and meters, they were to 
be studied and pondered over with great care, Some boxes were 
large, some were small, and some were in between, but with the 
exception of a Heathkit AT-1 and Hallicrafters S-38C, most were 
outside the purchasing powers of KNODEW. 

Iedid not take an abundant amount of knowledge and skill 
in electronic theory to realize there was more to these radio boxes 
- size and price. This youthful operator's attention was re- 
edly drawn to a company named Collins Radio. They were 
faithfully found on the first few pages of both CQ and QST, 
their ads were just as dependable as the waning of the moon, 
once per month without failure. 32V-3. 75A-3, and KW-I, these 
appeared to be the royalty of AM. Then the KWS-I and 75A-4 
started appearing in the black and white ads, these boxes must be 
on the cutting edge of this new thing called SSB. To a fledging 
amateur, it was difficult to understand that these radios were ac- 
tually manufactured for mortal man. This place called Cedar 
Rapids, lowa surely was a mythical spot just like the fabled city 
of On. 

Then in November 1958, in full and living color, was a two- 
page ad in the ham magazines introducing the S-Line. This was 


corners of the known world, they were lined up to tell me of the 
wonderful quality in the $9 plus signal my S-line was producing. 
I could fee! the quality of the equipment in my dreams, I was in 
command of all frequencies. 

After college, military obligation, starting a family, and well 
into a career, my dream eventually came true, I became the proud 
owner of the now famous 32S-1 and 75S-1. Was my dream shat- 
tered? Not in any way. I had made the trip back to November 
1958. Nor only was the S-Line a wonderful rig but I learned a 
lesson about amateur equipment and its reliability. I will be the 
first to admic that the term “not as good as it used to be” is over 
used and does not cake on the meaning it once had, but it can 
not be said too much about Collins Radio equipment. 

These radios continue to give us service today even after forty 
years of being with us. When I placed my S-Line into service, 
other than some minor cleaning, nothing was required to place 
the old radio into a useful state of operation. Users were told 
forty years ago that their S-Lines would operate for twenty-five 
years. The people at Collins missed that one somewhat, but to 
those of us that use and operate these old radios, that error is to 
our advantage. No one knows how long these old dinosaurs will 
chase DX on the low end of 20 meters or keep that schedule with 
the gang on 75. Who knows, maybe on Judgement day someone 
will need to pull the plug from the AC supply to stop an old 32S- 
1 from hearing that opening on 10 meters. I can only hope that 
the modern, solid state equipment will get the same treatment. 
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any QCWA members are 
probably unaware that there 
are awesome museums and 


historical resources that one can visit 
without stirring from your chairs. For 
those of you with a computer, you may 
already know of what I speak. Those 
of you that still shun the new tech- 
nology are missing out.

One can view the key collections of dozens of well-known collectors 
and at museums all over the world. Take a look at old spark-gap transmit- 
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ter keys or miniature keys carried by spies and resis- 
tance operatives during the wars. 


There is even an on-line tour of the Antique Wire- 
less Association’s Telegraph Key displays. In my opin- 
ion, there is a section of importance to many of you 
who own or are considering buying keys. There is in- 
formation on the factors influencing key prices, infor- 
mation on disposing of keys (information your heirs 
should know) and information on documenting the his- 
tory and stories of your keys. 


Although the web site is predominately about keys, 
one can get information about other subjects. One can 
learn about Teletypewriter History, Insulators, and tele- 
phones to name a few. It is a matter of milling around 
through the site to find what you are looking for. Be- 
lieve me, milling around is an appropriate term. Visit- 
ing the web site could be compared to throwing a ping- 
pong ball into an empty room. One just bounces from 
one topic to another topic to another picture to another 
interesting story to whatever strikes your fancy at the 
moment. I have spent hours rummaging around the 
site and it seems there is no end of something interest- 
ing to read, view or listen.

Model 1320 QRP rig he built especially for the trip and 
discussed the problems he found in using a Radio Shack 
Cat. No. 22-503 switching power supply. The unit is 
designed to operate with an input voltage from 90 to 
260 volts 50/60 Hz. He noted that the unit produced 
appreciable loud “birdies” in the 20-Meter band. 
Luckily he had taken along Bill Wells, W4BOT 
Heath HW-9 unit and its power supply worked fine with 
no interference. He said he worked 107 stations in 39 
countries while there with 3 to 4 watts with a 20 Meter 
dipole and a “long wire” antenna. To all those Ameri- 
can stations he heard and called but who did not re- 
spond he prepared a card that read: I heard you and 
called you from HB9/K4UK. But you didn’t hear my 
“peanut whistle”, so here’s an SWL card from La Cot- 
aux-Fees. 
Stan Reas, K4UK - Secret: 
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A simple rainfall rate indicator 


veryone realizes that any container that has an open 

top will collect rainfall and the total rainfall can be 
easured by measuring the depth of the water in the 
container. For Skywarn storm spotters, this method is quite 
useless, as we want to know the instantaneous rainfall rate. 

I have been aware of the need for a simple rainfall rate 
indicator for a long time, but no one seems to have come 
up with one that was cheap, simple, and foolproof. Oh, 
yes, there are some fancy computerized gadgets, but noth- 
ing that would help a poor Skywarn spotter out on some 
dark road. 

I discarded electronic approaches based on cost and 
complexity. What I finally settled on was a gauge that you 
can calibrate for any point you wish. I picked 1 inch per 
hour, as that is the rainfall rate minimum reporting crite- 
rion, 

The system consists of a pan to collect the rainfall, a 
small tube to lead it to a larger tube which indicates the 
rainfall rate, and a small orifice at the bottom of this larger 
tube to restrict the flow rate. 

Let's start with the orifice, which sounds like a critical 
part, but is very easy to make. Take a PL259, remove the 
shell and discard it. Use a hacksaw and cut off the bottom 
part of the center conductor. Cut off the outer shell just 
above the insulator. File top and bottom of this “button” 
smooth, Now solder the hole in the remainder of the cen- 
ter contact closed. 

To form the orifice, simply drill a hole through the 
solder with a #55 drill bit. Be careful, as it is easy to snap 
such a small drill bit. I found it best to press down and 
withdraw a little, press down and withdraw a little, taking 
small bites until the hole is finished. 

The outer diameter of this “button” is just the right 
size to make a press fit into a length of 1/2 in. I.D. clear 
plastic tubing, which I purchased at the local hardware store. 
All you need is a enestuor length. 

You will need a calibrated plastic syringe to calibrate 
your rainfall rate gauge. Work at the kitchen sink with a 
helper for this step. First, pour some water into the tube, 
and allow it to drain out the orifice. A little water will re- 
main after it quits draining. Mark this level with black elec- 
trical tape as your “ZERO” rate. Now measure up one inch 
from your “ZERO” mark, and tie a black thread around 
the tube at this point. This, naturally enough, is your 1- 
inch calibration! 

Get a cup to collect the water that runs out the orifice 
and a watch with a sweep second hand or a digital watch 
that displays seconds. Have your helper dribble water into 
the plastic tube at the correct rate to keep the water level 
just at your 1-inch mark. Collect the water that drains out 
the orifice for exactly 60 seconds. Use the plastic syringe to

measure this quantity. 

For every 30 cc of fluid 
you collected, you will need 9 - 
inches of collection area. Mine requires a 9 X 12-inch pan, 
which should be typical. You will need a hole in one corner 
to drain the water into your gauge. Drill a hole of the proper 
size to accept the little brass fitting for 1/4 in tubing and 
solder it in, flush with the bottom. Fasten the 1/4-inch tub- 
ing to it and run this tube into the tube you just calibrated. 
Make a metal clip like the one on a candy thermometer to 
support the gauge at a convenient location, and you are 
finished. I plan to hang mine over the car window edge, on 
the drivers’ side. 

Use some strong magnets to fasten the pan to the top 
of the car if you are going to use it mobile during storm 
spotting. Don't forget to apply some plastic tape to the 
bottom of the magnets to protect the paint job! Just make 
sure that the corner with the drain is at the low point. En- 
joy! Oh, don’t try to drive around with this rig on the roof, 
unless you use a better mounting system than the magnets.

At the lower left corner, 
the collection pan is the drain tube. This leads to the sight 
tube which indicates the rainfall rate, complete with the “U" 
shaped bracket which hangs on the driver’s window. Note 
the vinyl covered magnet which serves to fasten the 
collection pan to the roof of the car. 

To use this, just put the drain tube into the top of the sight 
tube. You will be amazed how light the rainfall rate is at one 
inch per hour!

QCWA cordially invites all to participate in the 1999 QSO parties. All licenced Radio Amateurs world wide are invited. 
Before reading the following rules, it is suggested that you peruse the article “QSO Parties Revisited”, elsewhere in this issue of 
the Journal. The article explains the rationale for some of the rule changes listed below. 

Time/Dates: Two parties will be held in 1999. The first one shall commence on 13 Mar 99 at 1900 Hrs UTC and the 
second one shall commence on 18 Sep 99 at 1800 Hrs UTC. Each will run for a period of 24 Hours. Both CW and Phone 
modes may be used. 


Frequencies: The following 15 Bands may be used:- 
1.8: 1.800 - 2.000 14.0: 14.000- 14.150 28.3: 28.3 - 29.7 
3.5: 3.500 - 3.750 14.2: 14.150 - 14.350 50: 50.0 - 54.0 
3.9; 3.750-4.000 21.0: 21.000 - 21.200 144: 144.0 - 148.0 
7.0: 7.000 - 7.150 21.2: 21.200 - 21.450 220: 220.0 - 225.0 
7.2: 7,150-7.300 28.0: 28.000 - 28.300 UHF above 420 MHz 
Any station may be contacted on any or all of the 15 bands for a maximum of 15 QSO’s per station, with no more than 
one QSO per Band. Any station in the same chapter may be counted only once, for a maximum of one QSO per station. No 
contacts on WARC bands are permitted (10, 18 and 24 Mhz Bands). No Cross Band or Repeater Contacts are allowed.

Information Exchange: Fill Columns on the Log Form. For the “year” column, indicate the last 2 digits of the year the 
station operator was first licenced.

FE’ a financial standpoint QCWA has “Grown like Topsy”. 


In its earlier years membership dues were @ 


the association's only major source of income. 
But, this was sufficient, as members were 
relatively few, operating costs were low, 

and the majority of income could be 
applied to scholarships - which were 

few, and were modest in value, 

When surplus money was available 

it was invested in secure, high interest 
paying bonds, or other fixed income se- 
curities, 

In more recent decades QCWA has matured into a major 
international organization with multi-thousand members, and a 
major scholarship program. However, QCWA did nor have any 
specific policy to guide it in the investment of its assets. Thus 
investments continued to be made in whatever bonds or equiva- 
lent would provide the highest rate of interest. 

But, the assets of the Association were not insulated from 
the effects of the inflation that has burdened our country for 
many years, To explain: bonds provide excellent rates of interest, 
but the market value of a bond stays constant through the years. 
However, in the same time span the value of the dollar has con- 
stantly decreased as the result of inflation, For example, $ 100,000 
in assets, if invested ten years ago in financially secure fixed in- 
come instruments, as bonds, would be worth less that $ 74,000 
in today’s dollars”. 


Inflation has also had a detri- 
mental effect on the value of the 
awards made under QCWA’s Schol- 
arship Program. For example, a $ 
1,000 scholarship given in 1989 
— would buy $ 1,000 worth of books, 

ete, in that year. However, a $ 1,000 

scholarship given in 1998 would only 
buy $ 740 worth of books, etc. today, as inflation has increased 
the cost of all goods and services. 

The effect of inflation is masked in institutions such as 
QCWA by the regularly, yearly, inflow of dues and gifts. This 
influx of “new money” makes it appear that the Association's as- 
sets are increasing at a satisfactory rate, However, the real story is 
that the Associations invested assets have been decreasing in value. 
It has been estimated that if QCWA had adopted an investment 


policy (calling for a balanced portfolio) ten years ago its total 
assets today would be far in excess of a million dollars (They are 
currently somewhat more than $ 650,000). 

Last year QCWA’s Finance Committee recognized the fact 
that our organization has reached a mature financial stature that 
made it prudent to develop formal 5 
investment guidelines”, Thus the in- 
vestment planning documents of a 
number of organizations generally 
similar to ours ( ARRL, IEEE 
NABER, etc.) were examined, Sub- 
sequently a set of “Investment Policy 
Guidelines” was developed, using the 
best parts of those tried and success- 
ful policies. 

Several professional financial management companies (at no 
cost to QCWA) examined the draft of these guidelines, At the 
1998 Annual meeting in Palm Springs the new Investment Policy 
Guidelines were formally adopted by the QCWA Board. 

Because more than 95% of QCWA’s Assets are invested in 
fixed income assets, as bonds, it will require a number of years - 

perhaps as long as 10 or 11 - until 
the desired portfolio, balanced be- 
tween Stocks, Bonds and Cash, can 
be achieved without disrupting day- 
to-day operations or scholarship 
awards. However, the first steps have 
already been taken to modernize the 
Association's portfolio, and a smooth 
transition to a balanced portfolio of 
the type appropriate for the long 
term financial health of our organi- 
zation is contemplated in the coming years. 

Because of its length (four pages) the text of the “QCWA 
Investment Policy Guidelines” cannot be included here, How- 
ever, any member wishing a copy can obtain one from Head- 
quarters, from our Treasurer, Duke Knief, or from me,
